The provinee of Alberta has never 
had so many fully-qualified sehoo! 
teachers on hand as at the present 
time, according to the deputy minis- 


ter of education, D, 8. MeKenzie. . He 
wives the war as the reason. When 
bus.ness was prosperous and money 


was plentiful. a large number of 
school teachers left the profession and 
engaged in other and more remuner- 
ative lines of endeavor, but with the 
outbreak of the war and the conse- 
quent financial depression, these for- 
mer school teachers are now return- 
ing to the educational field. The result 
is, says (Mr. (McKenzie, that whereas 
in former years it has been found ne- 
cessary to issue provisional certific- 
ates or permits, owing to the dearth 
of teachers, the indications are that 
this practice will not have to be re- 
sorted to at all next year,

In this connection, Mr, McKenzie 
states that the facilities for the train- 
ing of teachers in the province are 
keeping pace with the educational

LONDON, Dec. 21.—A despatch from the Central News correspondent at Amsterdam declares that the at- 
tack by the allies along the whole line from Nieuport to L ille is now general, according to advices reaching him from 
Sluis, Holland, and Bruges, Belgium. 

The Flushing correspondent of the Vazdias Agency reports that cavalry patrols of the allies are already on 
the outskirts of Cortemarck and Thielt. He declares that the occupation of Thielt by the allies may be expected at 
any moment. : 

There has been 
considerable movement among the German troops in West Flanders. 

The sound of heavy guns can be heard again at Sluis, Holland, says an Amsterdam correspondent. According 
to the correspondent of the Central News at Sluis the British warships are again bombarding Zeebrugge.
